pia of more stringent laws for the 
control of lynching in Georgia, and 
with the hope of writing into the stat- 
utes such provisions as will relieve a 
condition which has reached alarming 
proportions, Governor Nat E.. Harris 
will ask the. general assembly to take 
definite agtion at its next session to 
strengthen the laws. He made this an- 
nouncement Wednesday while com- 
mending the editorials in The Consti- 
tution on mob law. 

“Unless conditions are improved by 
the time the general assembly meets,” 
said Governor Harris Wednesday, “I 
shall discuss with its members the 
lynching situation thoroughly, and 
shall ask that the proper steps be 
taken. I am of the opinion that the 
legislature will take action to stop 
lynching in this state.” 

The governor's statement was 
prompted by the receipt of a letter 
from Rev. Rembert G. Smith, pastor of 
the First Methodist church, of Ma- 
\rietta, in which the chief executive is 
asked, as a! candidate for the office of 
governor, to make a statement as to 
the taking of vigorous steps for the 
reduction or elimination of lynching. 


FAVORS LAW 
ENFORCEMENT. 


A similar letter was sent to Dr, L. 


candidate for the position: which Gov- 
ernor Harris now holds. He was an 
Atianta visitor Wednesday night, and 
‘he stated that he had not yet received 
the letter from Mr. Smith. 
“Consequently,” he said, “I have not 
had an opportunity to frame an ex- 
pression going into the matter at any 
great length.

“Every lynching in this state is a 
reflection on Georgia, and holds back 
the progress of the state. I am a law- 
yer, and I love the law. I believe that 
every man is entitled to a trial and I 
am familiar enough with the laws to 
know that machinery is provided for 
giving a fair hearing to the accused. 
It is deplorable that men should be 
robbed of a hearing and should be 
lynched by mobs. 

“But as much as I love the law and 
as greatly as I desire to see an end put

WATSON MAY GET 
CONGRESS PROBE

Wisdom of Probe Doubted. 

Other members of the delegation, all 
of whom protested against the indict- 
ment of Mr. Watson outside of the 
state, question the wisdom of having 
congress proceed with an investigation 
of a matter now pending in the judicial 
branch of the government. 

If Mr. Watson has been guilty of an 
offense against the laws prohibiting 
the circulation of obscene matter, they 
think he should be tried in the federal 
courts in Georgia, 

Both Representatives Tribble and 
Carl Vinson issued formal statements 
today. 

No incident in months has so aroused 
the Georgia congressional delegation. 
It has been the sole topic of conversa- 
tion for two days. Among them it 
has caused hasty and frequent confer- 
ences, Each man realizes that the case 
is loaded with the highest kind of 
political explosives. While they are 
willing to emptoy their political influ- 
ence to prevent the department of jus- 
tice seeking an indictment outside of 
Georgia, they will not interfere with a 
trial on the néw charges in Georgia.

Clarkesville, Ga., February 2.— (Spe- 
cial.)—Formally commending The Con-

Howard Hobbs saw the moon and 
stars last night for the first time in 
eighteen years as a free man. 

As he strode up Peachtree street 
through the hurrying throngs of 
stylishly dressed men and women, and 
peheld with unaccustomed eyes the myr- 
iad electric displays, he felt trans- 
ported to a new world, more a dream 
sphere than an actual city. 

He was released from federal prison 
Wednesday morning, following confine- 
ment since the age of thirteen. The 
world has changed a lot since he last 
saw it. It has changed so much that 
the taste of it went to his head like 
strange wine. He kept saying: Lord, 
but it seems like a dream,” 

All through the early hours of the 
night he walked about revelling in the 
new joys of-a new life. Right at a 
time when he virtually surrendered to 
the prospects of life imprisonment, he 
had been paroled on good behavior, 
‘sent, unlearned in all but the ways of 
the prison, into a world as strange as 
a foreign clime. 

Listens te Salvation Army. 

He stopped where the Salvation band 
was playing in the chilly weather, and 
heard the girls sing hymns and praises. 
He passed cafes, brilliantly lighted: 
places where men and women were din- 
ing and music playing. Never did ex- 
plorer find greater adventures in jun- 
gle wilds, 

The doors of Paradise might open to 
Howard Hobbs at any moment, but it 
is doubtful he will experience a great- 
er combination of emotions than upon 
his exploration of the world that be- 
gan last night. Howard Hobbs, ex- 
plorer on Peachtree, lived years of 
delight in a single night,

OF CHILD LABOR; 


House Passes the 15 
Measure Prohibiting Inter- 
state Shipment of Com- 
modities Made by Children. 


Washington, February 2.— The Keat- 
ing bill barring from interstate com- 
merce the products of child labor was 
passed by the house today 337 to 46, 
and now goes to the senate. It im- 
poses heavy penalties for interstate 
shipment of any commodity made in 
whole or in part by children under six- 
teen working in mines or quarries, or 


mills, canneries, workshops or manu- 
facturing establishments. Where the 
children are employed at night or more 
than eight hours a day in this latter 
class of industries, the minimum age 
is sixteen instead of fourteen. 

The only material change made to 
the measure was by the adoption of 
an amendment to exempt the boys and 
girls’ canning -clubs. 7 

Opposition Mostly From South. 

The house spent the entire day de- 
bating the bill. Opposition came large- 
ly from the south, Representative 
Webb, of North Carolina, chairman of 
the house judiciary committee, urged 
that it was unconstitutional and sought 
unsuccessfully to exempt the children 
of WIdowS from its operations. He also 
endeavored to have it applied to the 
ten nt houses of New York and Bos- 
ton, 

Representative Sears, of Florida, 
sought unsuccessfully to amend the 
measure so as to leave its enforcement 
to United States marshals and not to 
special inspectors of the department 
of labor, while former Speaker Can- 
non offered an amendment to exempt 
canneries, becau of the competition 
of canners across the border in Can- 
ada. Representative Ballinger, of Mas- 
sachusetts, wanted carriers made iiavle 
for transporting ud labor products. 
He was willing to protect the carriers 
by providing that shippers should file | 
affidavits as to the production. 

The amendment to exempt the boys 
and girls’ canning clubs from the op- 
eration of the law was first proposed 
posed by Representative Clark, of | Flor- 
ida, Congressman Keating, author of 
che bill, coftended that the measure 
would not be construed as applying to 
such organisations, and pleaded against 
any ‘loopholes being. left for violators 
of the law. Representative Howara, 
of Georgia, presented a substitute, va- 
rying only in wording from the Clark 
amendment, and it was adopted.

Dr. Buchanan had 
earlier in the day testified to the al- 
leged use of acid in the removal of 
a date on a check said to have been 
given by G. W. Chance, father of the 
man on trial, in payment for a gun.

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State Veterinarian Peter F. Bahnsen 
has issued a statement in regard to 
the prevalence of what is known as 
shipping fever among stock. and says 
that the Atlanta yards are sanitary 
and the disease cannot originate here. 
The Atlante yards, he says, will there- 
fore not be quarantined. 

This means that the stock yards in 
the city hold out extra inducements 
te shippers since the prevalence has 
been discovered. 

It will be seen from the statement 
that Atlanta is in better condition in 
regard to handling live stock than any 
other shipping point in the country, be- 
cause, while this disease is no more 
prevalent here than elsewhere, the 
equipment for handling live stock and 
the facilities for treatment and disin- 
fecting are so much better, and are so

tify in Case Against Ansley 
Manager and Head Waiter. 
“Did Not Know Whisky 
Was Sold,” Says Secker. 


At the end of a trial in police mati- 
nee Wednesday afternoon, in which 
Mayor James G. Woodward and Police 
Commissioner Edwin F. Johnson were 
star witnesses for the prosecution, W. 
R. Secker, manager of the Ansley hotel, 
was fined $200, charged with keeping 
whisky on hand at the hotel for ille- 
gal sale, and Howard Hill, head waiter 
in the Ansley rathekeller, wae fined 
$200, and held te the grand jury un- 
der a bond of $500 on charges of sell- 
ing liquor. 

Under the direction of the mayor and 
Commissioner Johnson, cases against 
the manager and walter were made 
two weeks ago, but as stated in court, 
were not called due to the enforced 
absence of Mayor Woodward and Com- 
missioner Johnson from Atlanta. on 
business trips. 

Mayor Woodward was the first wit- 


cution. 
Had Heard Rumors. 

The mayor stated that he had been 
hearing rumors for the past several 
months of the Ansley hotel allowing 
whieky to be sold in its rathskeller 
in violation of the law and in viola- 
tion of an agreement which he had 
had with Manager Secker prior to the 
issuance of the permit for operation 
of the rathskeller last June. 

“Monday two weeks ago,” con- 
tinued the mayor, “two young men 
came to my office and told me about 
conditions at the Ansley. I called up 
Mr. Johnson and we agreed that the 
matter should be investigated. After 
the investigation, we decided that the 
people responsible for this should have 
cases made against them and any place 
that 1 find that way, I am going to 
make cases against.” 

Mr. Johnson, when placed on the 
stand, stated that he had been called 
about the Ansley matter by Mayor 
Woodward. He further stated that 
there he had met the two young men 
referred to by the mayor, and with 
them had devised the scheme by which 
the whisky selling could be exposed, 

Just before Mr. Johnson started his 
testimony Mayor Woodward had ex- 
preipes to the court that he hed held 

p the permit for the Ansley rathskel- 

June until written agree- 
ment had en obtained by Manager 
Secker relative to restricting the sale 
of intoxicants and other matters at the 
Ansley.
